surpluses. Fa rmers wo uld be 
pa id to put this la nd in a “ so il 
ba nk.” 
This acreage is better than IO per 
cent of the total land now planted 
to crops, bu t its remov al wou ld 
not cu t produ ction by that large a 
percentage since it aims to retire 
mu ch of the poorer land. 
Cost Unk nown 
The cost cannot be calcu lated 
precisely becau se of v ariou s u ncer­ 
tainties. Estim ates of farm ex perts 
were, howev er, that farm ers wou ld 
get 75 0 million to a billion dollars 
additional income from pu tting rn 
this plan. 
One reason why a firm figu re is 
difficu lt to reach is that some pay - 
m ents to farm ers wou ld be in k ind. 
A cotton farm er who left idle some 
of his cotton seres, for instance, 
cou ld, if he chose, be paid with 
cotton ou t of the gv em m ents su r­ 
plu s. 
Ev en before the President’s m es­ 
sage reached the Capitol, Secre­ 
tary of Agricu ltu re Benson w'as re­ 
ported to hav e told a critical Hou se 
Repu blican grou p that the gov ern­ 
ment was starting a beef and hog 
bu y ing program nex t month to su p­ 
port liv estock prices. 
Benson was at a break fast m eet­ 
ing of 25 Repu blican congressmen, 
mostly from Iowa and the Mid­ 
west, w'ho demanded imm ediate 
farm relief.

Eisenhower would be 66 by the time he began 
a second term in 1957 and 70 y ears and 3 months old by the 
time he finished it in 1961, if he lived that long.

Explain Details 
The method approv ed by the 
Pope calls for intensiv e instruc­ 
tion of the expectant mother in 
the processes of childbirth. Re­ 
peated appeals are made to her 
emotions not to perm it feelings of 
fear, and during labor specially 
trained personnel assist and re ­ 
mind her of what she has learned. 
The pontiff sai dthe method al­ 
ready is used extensiv ely in Rus­ 
sia and China and is finding fav or 
in Western countries, p articularly 
in the United States and France. 
He 
explained 
that 
the 
"new 
method opposes itself" to the fact 
accepted by men that women must 
giv e birth in pain. Adv ocates of 
the new method, he continued, as- 
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sert that normal functions of the 
human 
organism 
when 
accom­ 
plished properly are not accom- j 
panied by any painful sensation, | 
and normal childbirth, 
being a j 
natural function, therefore should 
be without pain. 
Pope’s Mews 
Outlining the aim and task of 
painless obstetrics, the Pope said: 
"By applying scientifically ac­ 
quired k nowledge, it must first dis­ 
associate the associations already 
existing between the normal sen­ 
sations of contractions of the uter­ 
us, and the pain reactions of the 
cerebral cortex. In this w-ay, nega­ 
tiv e conditioned reflexes are sup­ 
pressed. At the same tim e, new’ 
positiv e reflexes must be crated 
to replace the negativ e reflexes.” 
He added that "from RS to 9 0 
per cent of births tak ing place in 
this m anner are said to hav e been 
painless."

NEW YORK I* -Industry—which 
has spent around one billion dol­ 
lars to offset its pollution of air 
and w’ater—is stepping up the fight 
on all fronts: Including its unfor­ 
tunate 
assault 
on 
the 
nation’s 
nostrils. 
Most, states now* hav e laws on 
the subject of pollution a,s it af­ 
fects stream s and harbors. A con­ 
gressional committee this session 
is expected to look into tire m atter 
on the federal lev el. Cities fight 
the 
problem. 
Foreign 
countries 
also are adopting American meth­ 
ods; 
New Metho ds 
Cities m ay perfect methods of 
mak ing once polluted w ater fit for 
drink ing as far as danger of dis­ 
ease goes and still hav e remaining 
problems of unpleasant tastes and 
odors in tap water. 
Industrial odors can be costly. 
They can affect the v alue of real 
estate and. as in the case of smok e 
damage, for example, ruin the 
sale of merchandise. 
Odors also create in-plant prob­ 


lems, as well as ruck uses with the 
neighbors. Sometimes they affect 
the processing of goods, especially 
foods. More often they hav e a di­ 
rect bearing on labor relations. 
With industrial expansion the prob­ 
lems increase. 
Classic Examples 
Some of the classic ones are 
steel mill slag, nonferrous metals 
smelters, chemical plants, canner­ 
ies, slaughter houses, brewing—not 
to ov erlook 
illegal distilling of 
w’hite mule. 
With all of these, except the last, 
industry has grappled with consid­ 
erable success, using refrigeration, 
air conditioning, improv ed v entila­ 
tion and disinfectants. 
Since the wrar sev eral firm s hav e 
made a direct assault on the prob­ 
lem by producing chemicals that 
combine with odors to mak e them 
innocuous.
